Ii former Viet Free dent Richard Nix­ 
on. He is faced with one of the most 
diffku't decision« of his life: whether 
rr*cr the 1962 gubernatorial race 
in California 
Following his defeat for the presi­ 
dency, Mr. Nixon was faced with the 
choice of cither returning to California 
an i immersing: himself in that state s 
political wars, or accepting the presi­ 
dency of a university or large business 
firm and avoiding day-to-dav state poli­ 
tics. 
The former vice president chose to 
return to California and assume the 
leadership of the state s Republican 
party. 
A major reason for Mr. Nixon’s deci- 
sion was his feeling that the Republican 
party must be revitalized from the 
grass roots up if it is to remain an ef­ 
fective force in California — where 
Democrats vastly outnumber Republi­ 


cans in registration—or in the nation 
as a whole. 
There are compelling reasons why he 
should enter the governorship race next 
year—and there are just as many rea­ 
sons why he should stay out of the cam­ 
paign.
